. A STEAMER’S PERIL. 

The Cunard Line steamer Gallia, Capt. 
Murphy, from New York, January 12, for Liv- 
ervool, arrived at Queenstown at midnight 
last night. Capt. Murphy says that the 
weather on the passage was the worst he ever 
experienced. On Friday last tremendous seas 
were or which flouded the state - rooms. 
Many of the passengers were asleep at the 
time, and the sudden entrance of the water 
awoke them and causeda panic. Five life- 
boats were smashed, some of the davitts were 
snapped off and others were twisted, and the 
steamer was much battered generally. The 
Gallia sighted a large steamer at a distance, 
apparently one of the Johnston Line, plying 
between Liverpool and London and Balti- 
more, with only one mast remaining, She 
was at the mercy of the elements. 

LORD NAPIER’S FUNERAL. 

The funeral of Fieid Marshal Lord Napier of 
Magdala, took place to-day. The body was 
buried in St. Paul's Cathedral. There was @ 
milltary procession from the Tower of Lon- 
don, of which Lord Napier was Constable, to 
the Cathedral.

A WALL STREET RUMOR, 


The Bank of England to Issue Silver Cer- 
tificates. 


New YORK, Jan. 21.—There was a rumor in 
Wall street to-day which, considering the 
discussion of Secretary Windom’s silver 
proposition, occasioned considerable com- 
ment. Messrs. Zimmerman & Forshay an- 
nounced that they had received advices from 
London to the effect that the Bank of England 
is about to exercise its right, never hitherto 


asserted, to use silver to the extent of one- 
third of its reserve, and issue £1 notes in 
silver againstit. The dispatches also say 
that the bank had purchased 3,000,000 pounds 
of silver bullion in expectation of action. 
There has been a great deal of silver talk for 
the last few days which, with the recent 
heavy shipments of bullion to England and 
the advance in price, bas occasioned more or 
less speculation. The larger foreign firms on 
the street, while they declared that they had 
received nothing confirming the rumored 
action of the Bank of Englaud, said that such 
a step was by no unlikely; 
on the contrary, 
many ns why 
would be advantageous to England. One 
banker went so far as to say that if the Bank 
of England should exercise this right there 
would be such a period of speculation and 
eneral inflation in the country as has not 
een experienced since the diecovery of gold 
in California. Mr. Forshey said that he was 
confident that the dispatch which he received 
was wellfounded. ‘‘There have deen, he 
continued, ‘‘very heavy exportations of silver 
to England recently. the last shipment being 
last Friday, when we sent over 200,000 ounces. 
I think, however, that our dispatch intended 
to say thatthe bank had accumulated 3,000,- 
000 ounces, or about $3,000,000, instead 
of » £3,000,000. But the former is 
avery large sum. I believethat, should the 
step toward silver certificates be taken in 
Engiand, it willhave been taken merely in 
anticipation of Mr. Windom’s pien. Not 
alone this, but it will bea great advance to- 
ward the establishing of bi-metalism and an 
international currency. Forthis fact is in- 
dubitable, that England and the United States 
control the money markets of the world. It 
England should follow our example and adopt 
silver as the basis ofa part of its circulation, 
France, Germany, and, of course, other 
countries of Europe could not fall to follow 
the lead.’’ *

Schome— Railroad News. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 21.—President A. R. 
Stickney of the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas 
City Railroad called upon President Mayer

DOOMED TO DFSTRUCTION., 


The Recently Rebuilt Town of Utica, III., 
Almost Destroyed by Fire, 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

OTTAWA, III., Jan. 21.—The little town jof 
Utica, numbering 2,000 people, which was 80 
nearly wi out by fire last summer, was 
again visited by a terrible burst of flames this 
morning. The fire started at2 o’clock, burn- 
ing with great fury for several hours. The 
flames broke out in Coughiin’s barber shop at 
a few minutes before 20’clock and before the 
villagers were fully awakened, had spread 
with incredible rapidity, enveloping 
the entire business district. Bullu- 


ings that had replaced the ruins of a 
few months before burned like tinder boxes 
and in less than an hour the entire west side 
of Main street was a sheet of flames. The fire 
department, meagre and unable tocope with 
such a vast calamity, stood powerless and 
could do nothing but send to Ottawa and 
La Salle for ald, which could not arrive in 
time to save much that had been attacked by 
the flames, which were finally choked out at 
5o’clock. Six new business blocks, erected 
upon the embers of the disaster of the last 
summer, lie in ruins. The more prominent 
losers are: 

Hazel & Co., Leonard & Co., D. Les Madden,

IT IS FAR TOO SEVERE. 


COMPLAINTS FROM FARMERS CONCERNING 
S8. LOUIS CORN INSPECTION. 


Not More Than a Quarter of the Corn Crop 
Has Been Sent to Market—A Great Rush 
Anticipated—St. Louis Losing Trade on 

Account ot Too Strict Inspection. 


ARGE as has been the 
amount of corn received in 
this market during the last 
two months, the probabili- 
ties are that a very much 
larger amount will come in 
before the Ist of March. 
Tue country elevators and 
the St. Louis commission 
merchants have both been 
iep making a careful investiga: 
tion of the situation, and 
1 as close an estimate as pos- 
gf sible of the amount of corn 
> remaining in the hands of 
the tarmers. The result is 
the general conviction that 
the amount of corn on hand 
has been very much under- 
70 estimated. 

LARGE CORN SHIPMENTS EXPECTED. 

A large dealer from Kansas who arrived in 
the city to-day, and was on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, sald. 1 bave been 
very thoroughly over the corn belt of Kansas 
and Nebraska, and although I know from the 
receipts at the eleyators under my charge 
that there was a great deal of corn still in the 
hands of the farmers. I wae astonished on 
going to look for myself to find the great 
quantity still unshipped. It would scarcely 
be an exaggeration to say that the corn crop 
bas not yet begun to move. Fully 75 per cent 
of it is still in the bands of the growers, 
the greater part of it stacked up 
onthe ground, During the past week or ten 
days the weather has not been favorable, and 
shipments have not. been large, but as soon 
as good weather comes there will be arush of 
corn to market. 

WAITING FOR GOOD WEATHER. 

The farmers are generally very prosperous 
and can afford to hold tbeir crops a few 
months, but all, or nearly all, of it must be 
shipped by Marchl. Atthat time money is 
needed for the spring planting, and the corn 
will come with a rush. St. Louis ought to get 
the most of it, but the inspection has been so 
severe as to drive much trade away from this 
city.’’ 

O. T. Hulbert of Hiawatha, Kan., one of the 
largest elevater men in the State, who was on 
the floor, said: ‘‘The amount of corn still in 
the hands of the farmers is unually great, so 
great that I would scarcely dare make an es- 
timate. 

COMPLAINTS REGARDING INSPECTIONS. 

„There is no question that St. Louis is losing 
a great deal of trade that properly belongs to 
her by too severe inspection. This is partic- 
ularly the case on this side of the river. A 
month ago it was much worse, 
Scarcely anything received in St. 
Louis would grade No. 2, and there 
was practically no appeal, as Ihave deen 
credibly informed that the inspectors’ reports 
are invariably sustained. Things are better 
in East St. Louls, and I prefer to send my 
corn there, but a very great deal has gone to 
Philadeiphia, where inspection is very 
liberal. Here scarcely 50 per cent of the corn 
received grades No. 2, while in Philadelphia 
and Duluth the percentage is 80 or 90. I would 
rather send my corn here, but cannot under 
the circumstances. None is shipped to St. 
Louls and but a small proportion of what 
should be to East St. Louls This 
is not only my experience, but that of many 
others. There is no doubt that the inspection 
here is too severe and that it is highly detri- 
mental to the city.’’ 

A number of local grain receivers expressed 
the saine opinion, and an effort will be made 
to bring about more liberal inspection.

THE FIN ANCIAL SYSTEM. 


No Support to Be Had From London—The 
j Railroad Outlook Bright. 


Henry Clews says this week: The continu- 
ation of the mild weather has been hurtful 


that on the let of December the stock of an- 
thracite, at tide-water points, was 1,026,107 
tons, compared with 652,126 tons at the same 
date of 1888, and 130,977 in 1887. This surplus 
is the more remarkable in view of the general 
activity of all the industries that are lerge 


consumers of coal. The unsettled condition 
of the London money market, on which the 
discount rate ranges unusually high, 
has also been an unfavorable factor; 
the more so as there is evidently a 
growing disposition in London to accommo- 
date the very large commercial demand at the 
expense of the wants of the Stock Exchange 
and the promoters of new enterprises, which 
are being created at a rate far beyond all 
precedent. The contract of the Rothschiids 
to supply Brazil with large amounts of money 
for the resumption of specie payments, is re- 
garded asa threatening element, in view of 
the present political derangements in that 
country. Under these circumstances, no 
support to the New York market can be rea- 
sonably expected from London. It is worthy 
of note, however, that the stock of gold in 
the six teading national banks 
Europe stands 42, 600, 000 higher 

a year ago, which is one favorable 
feature in the foreign situation. 
The railroad situation is, on the whole, a re- 
assuring one. A compliation of the net earn- 
ings of ninety-eight companies shows an in- 
crease of $24,500,000, or 16 per cent on the bual- 
ness of the first eleven months of 1889, as com- 
pared with the same period of 1888. The gain 
has been especially conspicuous in the case of 
the roads inthe Northwestern section of the 
country. The case of Lilineis Central, a rep- 
resentative Western company, deserves spe- 
cial attention, the net earnings of last year 
having risen to $2,400,000, and the company, 
while paying a 6 per cent dividend, having 
really earned 8 per cent for its stockholders, 
after paying fixed charges. There nas rarely 
been a period when the railroads were ina 
position more promising to the maintenance 
of uniformity of rates. The managers of 
the great Western systems show a dis- 
position to maintain harmony, and to 
adjust from time to time such dlffer- 
ences as may arise, upon a mutual policy of 
‘‘giveand take, ratber than tofollow the 
old-time course of rushing to arms upon any 
and every provocation, with consequent de- 
moralization among roads not concerned in 
the original cause of the quarrel. The so- 
called Gentlemen's Railroad Association’’— 
which might have been more properly called 
„the Common-Sense Railroad Association’’— 
has at least accomplished this amount of 
good. Ithas elevated the whole morale of 
railroad competition.

FAVORS BALLOT REFORM. 


Gov. Leon Abbeti’s Message to the New Jer- 
sey Legisiature. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 21.—In his Inaugural 
message sent to the Legislature to-day, Gov. 
Leon Abbett comes out flat-footed in favor of 
ballotreform. Hesays that the best senti- 
ment of the country in all the States demands 
ballot reform and honest elections. The sys- 
tem which he strongly commends provides 
for the registration of every voter; absolute 


secrecy of the ballot; an exclusively official 
ballot with a prohibition of the use of any 
other; the setting aside of an elee- 
tion in any precinct whenever the courts 
shall be satisfied that the electors, for any 
reason, have been deprived of a fair oppor- 
tunity to express their choice at the ballot - 
box; the right of nowlnation by petition; a 
limitation of the amount which may be legally 
spentin or for any election and declaring the 
eiection void should this amount be exceeded 
by any candidate or any person acting for or 
in his behalf; the publication by every candi- 
date of an itemized statement, under oath, of 
alf moneys expended at such election by him 
or with his knowledge, and a failure so to do 
rendering the election void. 0 

In connection with this last clause the Gov- 
ernor advises that the court should be given 
the power to compel the appearance of an 
person before it to be examined under oat 
concerning political expenditures, and also to 
require on such an examination the produc- 
tion of the books and papers of corporations 
and associations of persons. In fact, the bill 
advocated by the Governor includes all those 
features for which the most advauced ballot 
reformers have been doing battle.

ELECTRICITY IN MODERN WARTARE. 


Lieut. Bradley A. Fiske’s Lecture Before 
the Franklin Institute. - 


By Telegraph to the PosT-D1sPpaTou. 

NEw Tonk, Jan. 21.—An interesting and in- 
structive lecture on ‘*‘Electricity in Modern 
Warfare’’ was delivered last evening by Lieut. 
Bradley A. Fiske, United States Navy, before 
the Franklin Institute. The lecture dealt d- 
rectly with the present condition of the sel- 
ence, the advance it had made in the past five 
years and the ways in which it is now actually 
used. Lieut, Fiske pointed out that five years 
agothe whole science was in a transitory 


stage; that only one war ship afloat was lit by 
electricity, and her plant was so defective and 
accidents from imperfect insulation 80 fre- 
quent that many people conciuded that the 
only effect of this vessel’s electrical equip- 
ment was to prove its impracticability. To- 
day, however, every war ship possessing any 
8 to modern equipments is lighted 

y electricity. Theo lecturer dealt at some 
length with the various improvements made 
in electrical devices. He told of submiurine 
mines and the spar-torpedo. This last device 
was becoming rapidly a thing ofthe past. In 
the case of the lay torpedo he was of the opin- 
ion that little improvement had been made. 
The Symes-Edison and the Halpin- Savage, on 
the other hand, are much more effective to- 
day, be thought, than they wereafew years 
ago. He next took upthe military telegr@p>h 
service, balloon observation aug balloon pro- 
pulsion. Among the more recent applications 
ofelectricity to warfare, Ma Fisk spoke of 
the hauling of heavy guns by electric motors 
as auxiliary engines. Firing guns by elec- 
tricity he considered a great advantage over 
the old system, iffor no other reason than 
that the piece was tired at the instant the but- 
ton was pressed. This obviated the delay ih- 
cident to the lanyard and the primer between 
the actual pulling of the lanyard and the dis- 
charge. No subject of the evening was of 
more interest than that which had to do with 
electric communication between ships at sea. 
In the development of this practice Europe 
hastaken a prominent part. Recently ex- 
periments on this subject have been carried 
on extensively at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
In these experiments a large dynamo was 
used asa source of power, and in one case 
the cruiser Atianta was converted into the 
largest electric macnet known, being 
wrapped with beavy wire through which the 
dynamo current was sent, while the iron tug 
Nina was made a receiver, she being wrapped 
with fine wire, having a telephone in circuit,

THE PHILLIP’S BAYOU TRAGEDY. 


Old Tom Joues Held for the Murder of Leona 
Lee.

HELENA, Ark., Jan. 21.—Further particu- 
lars were obtained to-day regarding the Tom 
Jones tragedy of yesterday. The latest devel- 
opments show that the man Jones has been 
guilty of one of the foulest and cold blooded 
murders that ever ocourred in this portion of 
the country. Coroner Crawford of this city 
was notified late yesterday evetiing that the 
body ofthe missing woman, Leona Lee, had 
been found. He proceeded to the scene 
at once and found the body enveloped 
in some corn sacks and buried under a fallen 
tree, about three hundred yards from the 
house of Jones. A jury was impaneled, who 
after hearing the evidence returned a ver- 
dict to the effect that deceased came to her 
death from a gunshot wound inflicted by Tom 
Jones. The evidence against him, while of a 
circumstantial nature, is yet very strong 
and leaves no room for doubt as to his 
guilt. One woman testified that she had 
parted with Leona Lee while the latter was 
on the way to Jones' house. Shortly after the 
parting she heard a gun fired, but pald no at- 
tention to it, Another n who heard the 
shot testified that shortly afterwards he saw 
Jones, gun in hand, standing by the side of 
the fallen tree near the spot where the body .

Hatch and Belden. Mr. Springer called up 
his resolution providing that the 
House shal! proceed next Thursday to select 
the site for the fair by ballot, and 
it was yt — — 1 . — 
Springer urged the importan - 
— on the proposition. He held that by its 
action in the Cannon resolution last week 
the House had virtually decided that the mat- 
ter must be settled as early as ssible and 
that the committee was practically under in- 
structions and was as much bound by them as 
if they had been formulated. He argued that 
the House could not} move in the matter 
until it bad first settled where the fair was to 
be beid. Mr. Hitt also declared in favor of 
the immediate selection of a site by the House 
and pointed out how delay jeopardized the 
chances ofthe fair. He said that the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs had been working for 
some time on the fair bills and had practically 
completed the preliminary arrangements. 
All of the results of their work could be made 
use of by this committee, but the site should 
be first agreed upon. 

Mr. Flower thought thatthe date fixed for 
balloting on the Springer resolution (Thurs- 
day next) was a little too soon. He suggested 
that a resolution bes reported providing for 
debate inthe House next Monday—one hour 
and a half to be allowed for the presentation 
of the claims of each city—to be followed by 
balloting on Tuesday. 

Mr. Belden, at this point, expressed a doubt 
as to whether any fair could be held 
in 1892. It sbould be first settled that the 
Government would give money aid to 
the fair before an attempt was madeto sele t 
the site. This broughtthe Washington men 
to the fore with a strong objection. They con- 
tended that to adopt Mr. Belden’s course 
would result in the combining of all the other 
contending cities against Washington, which 
must rely on Government financial aid. Mr. 
Belden’sidea was that an historical celebra- 
tion could be held in 1892 to be followed a year 
later by the World’s Fair. 

The chairman’s attention was here calle@ to 
the language of the resolution under which 
the committee was appointed, which sperks 
of a World’s Fair in 1891, and the point was 
made that the committee had no alternative, 
and could deal with no proposition that did 
not concern a fair to be held in that year. 

Mr. Frank of Missouri offered a resolution 
that the Springer resolution (providing for 
balloting by the House next Thursday) be re- 
ferred toa sub-committee of three, with in- 
structions to report atthe next committee 
meeting. Subsequently the motion was modi- 
fied so as to make the Chairman of the full 
committee also Chairman of the sub-commit- 
tee and to have it report next Thursday. 

Mr. Springer said that if this motion was de- 
feated he would move to modtfy his propo- 
sition so as to have the debate in the House 
next Monday and the balloting Tuesday, as 
suggested by Mr. Flower. The New York 
memberstook alarm at this, however, as it 
was apparently the object of the Chicagoans 


to get the chairman to vote and ascertain | 


his views. The Chicagoans had calculated on 
Mr. Flower voting with them in support of 
his own proposition. This would leave the 
remaining three members present, besides 
the Chairman, in the opposition and compe) 
the Chairman to vote to breaka tie, and it 
was not regarded as desirable that the Chair- 
man sbould be committed at this early date. 
Bo when Mr. Frank’s resolution was 
put the two Chicago men found 
themselves alone in opposition, and 
it prevailed, so the Chairman was in- 
structed to appoint a sub-committee to con- 
sider the Springer resolution and report next 
Thursday, whenthe committee meets again. 
Later the sub-committee was selected as fol- 
lows: Chairman Candler and Messrs. Hitt 
and Flower. 

The committee decidedto hear no oral ar- 
guments respecting the site of the Fair. Then 
the committee instructed the Chairman to ask 
for permission to sit during the sessions of 
the House and adjourned until Thursday. 


HELD UP A TRAIN. 


The Bold Deed of Two Masked Men at Tu- 
lare, Cal. 


TULARE, Cal., Jan. 21.—The south bound 
passenger train was stopped this morning by 
two masked men seven miles north of here. 
The robbers climbed over the tender 
to the engine and compelled the engineer to 
stop thetrain. They then compelled the en- 
gineer and fireman to go with them and 
ordered the expressman to open the door. 

The amount taken is not known, but ru- 
mored to be several thousand dollars. The 
robbers made the engineer and fireman ac- 
company them some distance from the train. 
A tramp stealing a ride was mistaken fora 
train man and the robbers shot him inthe 
head. 


AFRAID OF THE GRIP. 


Walker Blaine’s Death Creates Great Ex- 
citement in Washington, 


George D. Reynolds, United States District 
Attorney, has returned from Washington. 
„Jou cannot imagine the effect the death of 
Walker Blaine had in Washington,’’ 
he said this morning. People did 
not pack their trunks and get 
out cf the city, but nearly every one 


looked as though he would like to do so. 
Everywhere I went 1 found Walker Blaine’s 
death discussed. I don’t know the truth, but 
the story told was this: The doctors had 
been intoseehim. They said he was getting 
on ‘finely and weuld be all right shortly. 
They put on their coats, went away, 
and ten minutes later young Blaine 
was dead. Every one was anxious, fearing 
that the grip might take him next. Had it 
been cholera that threatened, the people 
would not have been more frightened. Most 
extraordinary stories of sudden death from 
grip were told, and I am sure an exodus would 
have Leen begun before this if there was any 
ee known to be free from the disease.

CATTLETTSBUKG, Ky., Jan. 21.—R. M. Long, a 
Guyandotte County Constable, was murdered and 
his wife desperately wounded Sunddy night by a band 
of ruffians who broke into the house. A neighbor

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THE NEW REPUBLIC 


Brazil’s Present Form of Govern- 
ment Established on a 
Firm Basis. 


A Profound Feeling of Pity for the 
Exiled Emperor. 


Dom Pedro’s Shortcomings as a Kuler—His 
Penchant for Posing as a Savant and 
Neglect of Important Affairs of State—A 
Crisis Averted—Count D’Eu’s ‘‘Trium- 
phal’’ Tour of the Empire—False Hopes 
of Reinstatement—The Only Danger 
Now Menacing Brazil. 


By Telerranh to the Posr-israron. 

New YORK, Jan. 21.—The Times, this morn- 
ing, under date of December 24 last, publishes 
the following correspondence from Rio de 
Janeiro: 

„There is no possibility of the re-establish- 
ment of the monarchical form of government 
in Brazil. Undoubtedly a few Brazilians, who 
have resided in Europe the greater part of 
their lives, entertain some such vague notion, 
but they have lost touch with things here and 
don’t understand the temper of the people. 
If anything would arouse the Braziliaus thor- 
oughly it would be an attempt to 
establish the old order of things, All 
the soldiers might be corrupted, but 
notwithstanding the reluctance of the 
Brazilians to do any fighting, they would 
make short work with the common soldiers, 
who are very common, indeed. The officers 
of the army and navy are, by conviction and 
and education, Republicans. They have 
caught the inspiration of their politics from 
men like Benjamin Constant, who have during 
long years been professors in the military and 
naval schools. The influence which Constant 


=i — 

The New Brazilian Flao. < 
has exercised over the educated men of the 
country is very remarkable. Heis a man of 
simple ways and of great attractiveness of 
character. I know men who look many years 
older than he does who speek of him with the 
greatest affection as their teacher of mathe- 
matics. Moreover, he is the leader of the Pos- 
itive Philosophical Society, which numbers 
thousands. There are more followers of 
Comte in Brazil than in France. 

‘*The impression has naturally been created 
by the suddenness and completeness of the 
revolution, effected in one day, that the 
Brazilians care very little how or by whom 
they are ruled. Those entirely unfamiliar 
with the country andthe people marvel that 
there was no manifestation of disapproval, 
even of the sending away of the imperial 
family. The conclusion drawn is that, as a 
people, they are without appreciation; that 
they are without gratitude. This is not 
just. There was and is yet general and very 
deep respect for Dom Pedro asaman, There 
was a profound feeling of pity for the old 
man thussent away, but the inexorable ne- 
cessity was just as universally recognized. 
The actual mental condition of the Emperor 
was wellknown, and moreover, his short- 
comings as a ruler were and had long been 
recognized. 

DOM PEDRO’S FAULTS. 

**AsI have heretofore pointed out, Dom 
Pedro had qualities which made him appear 
to those v ho came briefly in contact him in 
Europe, an all round great man. But as was 
said of old of the Pharisees, the ‘Mint and the 
Cummin’ of Government engrossed his atten- 
tion to the sacrifice of the ‘weightier matters 
ofthe law.’ He consorted with fellows of 
geographical societies, visited schools and 
hospitals, took great interest in the discovery 
of Pasteur and wanted to know all about a 
new method ot treating a disease. He knewa 
little ofa great many subjects and had no 


thorough knowledge of any one science. Sa- 
vants, who for a brief period come in contact 
with a crowned head with a rule, lose their 
own heads. They conclude that because 
an Emperor talke with them intelligently 
on a subject they are masters of, and appears 
to comprehend their discourses, he must bea 
wonderful man. They have heard of his in- 
terviews with astronomers, with great scien- 
tists in medicine and natural philosophy, the 
interest he has practically manifested in this 
and in that branch of knowledge, and con- 
clude that he must be the 
model ruler of the world, To 
show how littla real concern he actually 
bad, even in gra political crisis, Iwill nar- 
rate one of many occurrences, During the 
Paraguan war while aliberai ministry was in 
power, Gen. Pelotars, who was in command 
of the army in Rio Grande Do Sul andthe 
Ministry, became embroiled in a con- 
troversy, and neither would leld. 
One of two things had to de done 
either Pelotars must be removed or the 
ministry must resign. Inasmuch as Pelotars 
was at the head of a considerable force and 
was, moreover, personally popular with the 

eople of Rio Grande Do Sul, the ministry 

esitated to discipline him and resolved to 
resizn. The Prime Mintster went to the Em- 
peror to advise him of the situation. He was, 
as usual, engaged in some congenial study 
and, after hearing what the Minister had to 
say, directed him tosummon the council of 
State and then went back to his studies. he 
council met at the palace, and the Emperor, 
being informed that his conneillors were in 
session, came in and stated why they had 
been summoned and told them that 
they must settle thing among 
themselves, and went back to his 
books. In the absence of the Emperor 
the Prime Minister presided as President of 
the Council. He said to the Conservative 
members that rather than endanger the cause 
of the empire in the prosecution of war by 
deposing Pelotars and thereby running the 
risk of his refusing to submit to the disci- 
pline, they must resign, and he had requested 
the Emperor to call a Conservative to form a 
new ministry. The Conservative members of 
the Council, after consultation, declined to 
accede to this. Gen. Pelotars was a Conserv- 
ative, and if they, under the circumstances 
came into power, their party would be subject 
to the imputation that it had taken advantage 
of a situation brought by a military com- 
mander who was one of them politically. The 
Liberals insisted that they would resign and 
the Conservatives stood firm in their refusal 
to take up the Government, The Emperor was 
sent for and the situation explained to him. 


He simply said that he was ready to do what-. 


ever his councilors decided, and as they had 
not decided anything he would retire and 
await their decision. 
THE CRISIS AVERTED. 

„„The crisis was finally averted by the Con- 
servative ty leaders agreeing to undertake 
the task of having Gen. Pelotars yield to the 
ministry by appealing to him as party asso- 
ciutes. It was a very creditable displa 
of patriotism on both sides 
Pelotars listened to his friends’ 
advice and there was an accommodation 
brought about between the ministry and him 
self. It rhaps one of the most critical 
periods in the history of Brazil and 
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became more and more suscepti- 
te flattery and the revolution 
of November 15 was a thunder clap from a 
cloudless sky to him. He could not realize 
the fact that there was any cause for dissatis- 
faction with the Government of which he was 
the nominal head. He continually asked 
those about him: What I have done? Why 
should 1 be sent away?’ He would Age ny 
‘into silence and seem to be dozing, and with 
astart would appear to w up and ask: ‘Is 
it true thatI haye to go?’ is daughter, the 
Princess, was 17 surprised and dum- 
founded. She had fondly ex to be de- 
clared Empress within a few weeks, all the 
arrangements having been made for the abdi- 
cation of the Emperor. Her busband, Count 
D’Eu, firmly believed that he was opular with 
the people and the imperial family was idol- 
ized by thé masses. He bad very recently, 
compieted a grand tour of the Empire, and 
everywhere had been received with pre-ar- 
ranged demonstrations of 2 joy. His 
declaration at Pernambuco that ifthe people 
wanted a republic and expressed the wish 
formally therefor the imperial family would 
willingly retire, was a mere piece of braggado- 
clo. His triumphant progress had convinced 
him that the people were thoroughly loyal 
and that republicanism was confined to a 
very few hare-brained agitators. The con- 
duct ofthe Count D’Eu and his wife since 
their arrival in Lisbon in suffering the irre- 
sponsible old ex- Emperor to be influenced by 
a few Brazilians who have grown rich as 
financial agents of their country abroad 
to declare that he had not abdicated 
and tnat he would not accept the 5,000 centos 
de reis voted him by the Provincial Govern- 
ment shows that false hopes of reinstatement 
are still entertained. They are founded on 
the belief that a majority of Brazilians are 
monarchists, and that if the army badn’t been 
seduced by a few conspirators the people 
would never have of their free will sent the 
Imperial family away. The Provisional Gov- 
ernment was fully justified in pronouncin 
sentence of banishment against the imperia 
family and in withdrawing the promise to pay 
5,000 centos de reis and to continue the dona- 
tion of 400 centos a year. This act has given 
Universal satisfaction here and will de ap- 
plauded throughout Brazil. \ 
THE ONLY DANGER. 
It may just as well be accepted as a fact 
that the provisional Government will be able 
to maintain itselfagainst all intrigues. The 
Only danger it has to fear is from self-seeking 
and dishonest men inthe Republican ranks. 
Where euch general corruption has prevailed 
the public service demoralization has been 
correspondingly widespread. But the army 
and navy officers. have, as a rule, been 
preserved from the general contamination, 
and in every province they will de 
the direct representatives of the 
provisional Government. The body 
of the people will stand by them 
and not be led by any ambitious, sell-seeking 
local agitators who may attempt to set up for 
themselves if their schemes for self aggran- 
dlgement are discountenanced and foiled by 
the Provisions! Government here. The at- 
temptat mutiny by a few old soldiers the 
otber day has had the good effect of restoring 
strict military discipline. There will be no 
future attemptof the kind. All who are en- 
titled to vote will have a fair chance to exer- 
cise their will in the choice of delegates to the 
ecnstitutional convention next September. 
The responsibility for the future of Brazil wiil 
rest upon the intelligent and educated voters. 
Time alone can tell how this responsibility 
will be met.’’ 


POLITICS IN MONTANA. 


Col, W. A. Clark’s Opinion of the Australian 
System. 


CHICA G80, III., Jan. 21.—Col. W. A. Clark of 
Butte, Mont., one of the most prominent 
Democratic politicians of the new State, is at 
the Grand Pacific. He gays there is no chance 
that the political situation will be changed or 
the deadlock in the Montana Legislature 
broken until the United States Senate exam- 
ines the credentials of the tour men who will 
go to Washington and ask to be seated as Sen- 
ators. Col. Clark does not agree with Col. 
Broadwater, the member of the Democratic 


National Committee from Montana, that the 
Australian voting system is all bad. 

**'On the whole it is an excellent law, he 
said, ‘‘but in many respects it would ve bet- 
ter i? chaaged to suit the country.

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WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 


MERCHANTS ANXIOUS FOR AN EARLY IN- 
TERPRETATION OF THE TRUST LAW. 


Statement of An Attorney That a Great Deal 
of Perjury Has Been Unintentionally 
Committed — Fxplanation of Several 
Peints of the Law and Its Operation. 


F THERE is any one 
thing more than another 
that the business public 
of St. Louis, and of Mis- 
sour! and the general 
manufacturing world, 
too, would like to have 
information on, it is 
just what the meaning 
. 5 of the Missouri anti- 
ä trust law is, and what it 


allows. A Post-DISPATCA reporter this morn- 
ing endeavored to learn what the legal points 
to be made against the law will be, in order to 
supply this !nformation, but found a general 
lack of knowledge on the subject among the 
legal fraternity—or, rather, not so muen 6 
lack of knowledge as a neglect to 
look up the  quéstion thoroughly 
for the reason that there did not seem to be 
any occasion for it. The Simmons Hardware 
Co. case will be the first test. It comes up 
Friday, the quo warranto asked for by Cir- 
cuit Attorney Clover having been made re- 
turnable on that day. The Simmons Oo. is 
PECULIARLY SITUATED, 

and a decision in itscase will settle a great 
many points. The attorneys of the company 
are Boyle, Adams & McKeighan, and, while 
Judge Adams expresses confidence in having 
a good case, they decline on general princi- 
ples to discuss it, or to outline what questions 
they will raise in opposition to the law. The 
main one, however, will be on constitutional 
grounds, One of these will be onthe grading 
of punishment, by which one corporation or 
merchant may be fined $20,000, while another 
for exactly the same offense may only be fined 
$20, the difference being due tothe amount of 
the capital stock issued by the corporation or 
the amount of money invested by the mer- 
chant. Thisisa strong point, and one on 
which, as was remarked by one @ttorney this 
morning, there is more law than would fill an 
ordinary newspaper. There is a decision, 


however, by the State Supreme Court in the 
gambling cases which would seem to sustain 
the constitutionality of the law on this point. 
In this decision the court says that 
the offense may be made a misdemean- 
or or a felony, ** the jury 
decides. Another question isthe right of the 
State to interfere with the establishment of a 
common price on manufactured articles, by 
the manufacturer, and particularly of a pat- 
ented article. 

THIS ACTION Is ARBITRARY 
on the part of the manufacturer or owner of 
the patent, and the jobber has nothing to do 
with it. if he does not agree not to sell below 
the price fixed by the manufacturer—and 
there is only one manufacturer from whom to 
draw—he must do without the goods. This, 
in the majority of cases, would de a great 
hardship, as there are anumber of lines of 
goods, in every day trading, the price of 
which is fixed the manufacturer, 
and for which there is no satisfactory substi- 
tute. Then there are otbers for which 
there is competition, but on which some cer- 
tain manufacturer has a name which makes 
his goods staple and desirable, which condl- 
tions enable him to fix the price at which his 
goods may be sold in all parts of the country, 
ormany particular sections. For instance, 
A., a manufacturer of shovels, may have such 
a reputation that he can fix the price of them 
at 50 cents and sell all he can turn out; B., 
another manufacturer of shovels, who has not 
established such a reputation,.but who may 
offer just as good a shovel, may sell at an 
price and thus give a substitute, but A.’s 
shovels are in such demand that C., a jobber 
or retailer, cannot satisfy his cus- 
tomer with B.’s goods and will lose 
his trade unless he enters into 
the manufacturer’s agreement with A. to not 
sell below a fixed price, in this way, and in 
this way only, placing himselt in position to 
supplv the demands of bis customers,. It isa 
question whether the State can step in and 
barm a corporation oran individual in its or 
his transactions with a corporation or an in- 
dividual outside of its jurisdiction, particu- 
larly as the action of the manufacturer is 
arbitrary, and offers a contract on the terms 
of which, and on no other, the merchant can 
buy his goods. 

THE QUESTION OF PATENT? 
is another, and on this the law can be carried 
to the court of last resort in the United States 
and thus prolong the fight. The patent of the 
United States gives the patentee the exclasive 
right to manufacture certain goods or articles 
or to manufacture them by a certain process. 
The patentee can establish tne price at any- 
thing he thinks be can get. He can sell the 
right to manufacture his goods or to use his 
process, and be shall require the person pur- 
chasing to enter into a contract not to sell be- 
low affixed price. He can make this right 
general, or he can limit it to aeity, county, 
State or any numeer of cities, counties or 
States. He can sell an absolute interest in his 
patent if he desires. It is his property and 
cannot be taken away or interfered with. 
The question is whether be cannot, in the en- 
joyment of his privileges, require a merchant 
to sign a contract to not sell bis goods belowa 
certain price, which he fixes, and that, too, 
without consultation with the merchants 
and whether any law can come in to say the 
merchant cannot sign the contract and thus 
debar himself from purchasing the goods. 
The manufacturer under a patent is really in 
this case selling the merchant the privilege 
of trading in his goods and is manufacturin 
the goods for him, the condition of the saie o 
the privilege being that the merchant shall 
not sell below the price that the manufactu- 
rer, fortified by the patent, may fixfrom time 
to time. 

These questions are all involved in 


THE SIMMONS CASE, 
and they arethe leading questions which the 
merchants would like to have settled. As it is 
now, they do not understand what the Secre- 
tary of State’s affidavits mean, or just what 
the law will reach. The Simmons case in- 
volves manufactured goods on which the 
prices are fixed, and also goods manufactured 
under patents, It is claimed in its case that 
the affidavit furnished and required by the 
Secretary of State is not drawn 1 accordance 
with the law.

Making Up a Party for Jefferson City in the

Mallon, 813 North Seventh street. 

Joseph Zedmerk and Bruce Blaine proved 
their minority. They then pleaded guilty to 
the charge of grand larceny and were 
sentenced each to serve one year in the House 
of Refuge. Blaine is but 11 years of age while 
his companion is three years older. On No- 
vember 22, 1889, they entered the house of 
Theresa Pucalek, a Polish widow living at 818 
Julia street, and stole $2,300, which was mops 
hidden in a bucket under a quantity of old 
clothing.

KING HUMBERT’S IDEA. 


Four Italian Schools to Be Established in the 
City of New York. 


Py Telegraph to the Fosr-Disr ron. 

NEw YORK,Jan. 21.—A very new experiment 
is about to be tried by the Italian Government 
in this city. Ata meeting held yesterday there 
were present many influential gentlemen, in- 
cluding Consul-General Riva. Word had been 
received that at the express wish of King 
Humbert the Government had appropriated a 
large sum of money for the purpose of estab- 
lishing four Italian schools in this city and 
Brooklyn and arrangements were made to 
put the scheme into execution. The 
proper committees wee appointed to 
select houses for the proposed schools 
and it was decided to locato one in Harlem, 
one in Thompeou street and another in Mul- 
berry street. The Italian societies and pri- 
vate citizens will also contribute to the fund. 
The movement has already met with the ap- 
proval of the italian colony here, and the plan 
is to provide suitable schools where Itailan 
children can receive the rgdiments of educa- 
tion and be taught the Enelish and Italian 
languages. Great care will be exercised 

the management not to inter- 
in any manner with the 
school authorities, 80 that all 
danger of a collision with the Board of Eduea- 
tion may be avoided. The teachers will be 
selected with much care and candidates will 
be subjected to a rigid examination as to their 
fitness and those whocan furnish a diploma 
from an Italian college will have the prefer- 
ence. Religious training will be garefuliy 
avoided, but other and practical secular 
features will probably be added to the course 
of instruction from time totime. It is likely 
that the institution will be opened early next 
month.

BILLS UNDER C ONSIDERATION. 


The Assembly Meering To-Night—Wates 
Rates—The Police Bill Signed. 


The Council will have another busy and in 

teresting meeting to-night. There are several 
important measures, in which a great many 
people are interested, to be considered; 
among them are the Lindell Rallway, Central 
& Western Raliway, and the bill from the 
House fixing the price of gas. 

The Central & Western bill has been amends 
ed as to route from the terminus of the present 
Cable & Western. Inthe original the route 
was fixed on Morgan street, but the ¢om- 
mittee made an amenament whereby the road 
takes a curve northward! onto the present 
right of way of the arrow Gauge, and 
goes west over that line to Taylor 
avenye. There is another amendment which 
diatinetly stipulates that the east end must 
not cross the west line of Sixth street, This 
is the point where the fight was made by busi- 
nest men on Sixth street, who objected to tne 
Cabte & Western cars occupying the crossing.

An agreement is inserted making the condi- 
tions that the road on Taylor avenue, south of 
the right of way of the present Cable & West- 
ern, the portion on Deimar avenue, east of 
Union, and the portion through city block 
8760, shall be the joint property ot the Central 
& Western and the Lindell Co. The Lindell 
billremains as it was at the last meeting of the 
Couneil.

GIVING UP THE WHEELS. | 


TIN HORSE GAMBLERS TO HAVF THEIR 
FQUIPMENTS RETURNED TO THEM. 


Two Are Now Ready for Business and Oth- 
ers Will Be—Peculiar Action of the Chief 
of Police—An Order of Court That Is Not 
on Record—What Officials Say—The Plea 
of the Gamblers. 


, GOOD deal of interest

do much controversy and 

————_... litigation but a few 
ie months ago. 

J. K. Demint, one of the gamblers, called at 
the Central Police office and asked for his 
wheel and checks. 

Sergt. Mueller wrote out a receipt for one 
wheel and 600 brass checks, taken from him at 
902 Franklin avenue on June 23, 1889, and De- 
mint signed it. He took the checks away with 
him and said he would come with a wagon for 
the wheel. 

Sergt. Mueller was asked why he surrendered 
the property which the authorities had fought 
so hard to retain, and his reply was: My 
orders were to surrender the wheels to the 
owners who apply for them. I believe an 
order has been made by the Court of jCriminal 
Correction instructing the police to return the 
tin horses, but you had better see the Chief 
about that.’’ 

THE CHIEF WAS SEEN 

and asked if he hed given orders for the sur- 
render of the wheels. Tes. he said, we 
have no authority to hold them. Last Wednes- 
day Provisional Judge Harvey made an order 
directing the police toreturn the property. 
The gamblers demanded it, but I would not 
surrender it witheut an order of the court. 
I could not retain it after the court had made 
its order.’’ 

M. J. Kenefick, Clerk of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, and Deputy Clerk Wm. Fitz- 
gerald said that there was no record of an 
order directing the return ofthe wheels, 

Circuit Attorney Ashley C. Clover was next 
seen, and he seemed to be much surprised to 
learn that the police were giving up the prop- 
erty captured from the gamblers. When told 
that M. A. Wall's outfit had been returned 
on Saturday and Demint’s to-day he said: 
„That is a mistake. They should not de 
given up. Mr. Overall came to me and asked 
me if I would have new indictments returned 
by the Grand-jury. I told him that I would 
and he said that thetin horses would be held 
untilthen. It they are being returned itis a 
mistake. The last Grand-jury found indict- 
ments against these men, Dut they were de- 
fective, andI told Mr. Overall that I would 
have new ones returned.“ 

Mr. Clover then left his office and went down 
to Chief Huebler’s office. He spoke for a mo- 
ment to the Chief, then went to see Provis- 
ional Judge Harvey, but the latter had gone. 

THEN MR. CLOVER SAID: 

‘*Chief Huebier says he will not return any 
meet of the wheels until lie sees Mr. Over- 
. 

Marshall F. Me Donald, the attorney for the 
tin-horse men, was found in his office and told 
what had occurrod. 

Jam surprised, he said, that the Chief 
should consent to withhold the wheels in the 
face of the order of Court. I did not care 
particularly about the tin horses and never 
would have gone to any trouble to get pos- 
session of them except that several of the 
men who owned them wanted them and came 
to see me about it. When these men were ar- 
rested they were held for a felony. Judge 
Campbell maintained that setting up and 
operating a wheel was a felony, and that the 
wheels could be properly held. When Huebier 
refused to give them up to the Constabie 
I went to him and wanted to know the reason 
why. He said that he had had an order from 
the court to hold them, and 1 pointed out to 
him that there was no record of an order, and 
he then said that Judge Campbell had come 
down stairs one day and given him a verbal 
order to hold the property, subject to the or- 
der of the Court.

AN ATTEMPT AT DELAY. 


NEW YORK AND CHICAGO WILL TRY TO 
POSTPONE THE WORLD’S FAIR.

A Danger That Threatens the Candidacy of 
St. Louis Against Which the Delegation 
Is on Its Guard—Filibustering Tactics to 
Be Adopted in Congress—A Projected 
Alliance.

The committee that was 

appointed yesterday may delay its report for 

some time, and from advices received from 

Washington it seems by no means improbable 

that an attempt to inducé the members to do 
so will be made. 

THE NEXT QUESTION 

It is greatly to the interest of St. Louis to 
have all preliminary matters settled as soon 
as possible, and to bring the question to a 
vote. Heretofore Chicago has been pushing 
things with the object of having the location 
determined before its rivals could present 
their case. The Chicago advocates tried to 
bring about a vote before the adjournment 
of Congress for the Christmas recess, and 
again endeavored to have a decision given 
between the East and West, but failed in both 
its aims. Now that provision has been made 
for giving all parties a fair hearing, it is un- 
derstood that Chicago will endeavor to delay 
matters as it previously attempted to unduly 
hasten action. so far St. Louis has more than 
held its own, but one of the principal batties 
of the campaign has now to de 
fought. In the endeavor of the delegation 
from this city to obtain ass fair 
hearing for all parties, its efforts were ably 
seconded by the advocates of New York. In 
the coming contest for prompt consideration 
of the claims to be presented this assistance 
cannot be relied upon. 

NEW YORK WANTS DELAY. 

Those familiar with the situation at the 
capital state that the New York men are 
anxious to have the Fair postponed to 1893 or 
1895. The chances of the Metropolis securing 
the prize will be much less if itis decided to 
hol the Universal Exposition in 1892 
than they would be were it postponed 
to a later date. There are — 
reasons why the republicans should object to 
having the Fair held during a presidential 
year, but these, itis said, are not nearly so 
important as has been represented. The 
election will not take place until November, 
and provision can easily be made for closing 
the exposition several weeks before that date, 
in fact, pledges bave already been given that 
such provisions will be made in the case that 
New York is selected. The main reason for 
desiring delay is that as); a matter 
of fact the time at the disposal 
ot the New York Committee should 
the fair be opened in the spring of 1892, will 
be of the shortest. It is admitted on all sides 
that it will be very dimeult tor New York to 
getready for the exposition in time. The 
reason for this is that the matter of securing 
a site will present many complications 
that cannot be settled in a satisf man- 
nor unless time to do eo ls afforded. Wherever 
the grounds are located, it will be necessary 
to purchase a large amount of ate prop- 
perty, and if itis recognized that this must 
be done at once, most exorbitant Es will 


be asked, andthe funds at the disposal of 
New Yor are small enough in amount lu any 
case
